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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argunnents have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that nnodifying the Scan Optics device into a desktop device is "wholly contrary" 
to the principles of operation of the Scan Optics device because it is a "stand up" or "free standing" device and therefore innproper to 
combine. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The principles of operation of the Scan Optics device are to use a specific set of lenses 
(I.e. a microscope) for examining objects and even the brochure states the the "SO-5000 microscopes are suitable for teaching purposes, 
for regular operating room use and for field work" (see description under heading "SO-5000 series"). It is very well known to use a 
specific size stand to be able to use the held structure in a specific situation, e.g., in surgery over an operating table or in a laboratory on 
a desk. So it would have been obvious to use a desktop size stand to hold the Scan Optics' microscope system so It could to be used In 
smaller spaces. Additionally, the examiner would again like to point out that there is no claimed structure directed to a desktop 
microscope stand that distinguishes it over the prior art. 
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
